And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary to appoint aComptfritfl if Jotyir y for 
the purpose of making inquiry into a matter of public importance, namely, collapse of Danumgangaftilgr ftnftriag **am 
Daman and Moti Daman on 28th August, 2003; 

Now, therefore, in exercise ofthe powers conferred by Section 3 of the Commission of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 
1952), the Central Government hereby appoints a Commission of Inquiry consisting of Mr. Justice R. J Kocbhar, a Retired 
Judge of High Court, Bombay, with the following terms of reference 

(i) Whether there was any inherent defect in the original design of construction of the bridge which contributed 
to its collapse; 

(u) whether the original construction of the bridge was carried out in accordance with the approval plans, 
designs and specifications; 

Cm) whether extensive repairs in the form of retrofitting of the bridge carried out in the year 2001 were undertaken 
properly and as per the technical specifications recommended by the Consultant; 

(iv) Whether the decision taken to extend the life span of the bridge by its retrofitting was in conformity with the 
best engineering practices; 

(v) whether after these extensive repairs, the day to day maintenance work was carried out property, regularly 
and in conformity with technical requirements; 

(vi) whether there was any negligence in assessing the roadworthiness of the bridge from time to time; and 

(vii) fix responsibility of officials of their acts of omission and commission, if any. 

2. The Commission shall submit its report to the Central Government within six months of its first sitting. 

3. Tire Headquarters ofthe Commission shall be at Daman. / 

4. And whereas the Central Government is of opinion that, having regard to the nature ofthe inquiry to be made 
and other circumstances ofthe case, all the provisions of Sub-section (2), Sub-section (3), Sub-section (4) and Sub-section 
(5) of Section 5 ofthe Commissions of Inquiry Act, i952 (60 of 1952) should be made applicable to the Commission, the 
Central Government hereby directs that all the said provision shall apply to the Commission.
